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Why English Nationalism? 


The Editor was bom in the West Country of England and is extremely proud of his 
heritage. Much of his life has been spent working towards ensuring that there is a 
continuation of our wonderful nation and its people for his children and their children 
thereafter. 

However, despite once being seen as the greatest nation on this planet we now seem to 
increasingly bear the brunt of political correctness in such that it is deemed racist to be 
proud to be English and to fly the English flag, although the tide may just be on the turn. 

Many things have been said about the English and Englishness, many by Englishmen 
themselves. Labour politicians are particularly guilty in believing it acceptable to abuse 
the nation that essentially pays their way. Jack Straw, who was bom in England, but is of 
Eastern European Jewish descent and who served as MP for Blackburn from 1979 to 
2015 once said "... the English are potentially very aggressive ...”. A strange thing for an 
“Englishman” to say, but actually quite true if applied to how we deal with the evils we 
are increasingly faced with. However, this pales into insignificance, when compared to

Englishman. 

The English, as the majority nation in Britain, contributed massively to the civilisation of 
the world through its discoveries and inventions, to the extent it is almost seen as the 
centre of the universe and yet the world hates us. A German saying goes “The German 
originates it, the French imitate it and the Englishman exploits it” and Eustache 
Deschamps, a medieval French poet said we are “Poltroons, cowards, skulkers and 
dastards”, a saying that presumably wasn’t reiterated during the two world wars when we 
liberated the French and the rest of Europe and much of the world from invading forces! 
Additionally, even though the Eurovision Song Contest is simply a political farce, 
competing nations never reward us, even if all of the other songs from the other nations 
are instantly forgettable! 

So, this publication albeit not a literary masterpiece, is an attempt to help in keeping the 
English flag flying. 
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The following extracts have been taken from an article written, in early 
1996, in a magazine published in support of a now defunct political party 
called the National Democrats. The magazine was also called England\ My 
Country , and ceased publication in the late 1990’s. 

England’s Day is rarely remembered by celebration in the style it so deserves but the 
national days of Scotland, Wales and Ireland are forced home with such vigour. It 
appears that those who have least to celebrate seem to celebrate most! 

Perhaps we meek English have an inbuilt sense of pride that we live with each and every 
day of our lives. 

Perhaps we English scorn and scoff at this kind of celebration as it only brings out one- 
day-a-y ear patriots? 

Perhaps our people have been brainwashed into believing that our past is so evil it is 
better forgotten. God knows they ve tried to do that over the years! 

Whatever we feel, or whatever way we live our lives, we must do more to ensure that our 
National Day and our Englishness is brought into the spotlight next year and in years to 
come. 

Patriotic English folk have just one recognised day each year, the 23rd April, on which 
Saint George’s Day is celebrated. Surprisingly, not all Englishmen are aware of this, nor 
celebrate the fact and it still appears that more English folk actively celebrate St. Patricks 
Day than they do St Georges! The Irish are, of course, as are the Welsh with St David’s 
Day and the Scottish with St Andrew’s Day, seen to have a perfect right and are 
actively encouraged to celebrate their own national days. However, when the English do 
so there are mumblings of racism, as is also the case when the national flag is flown. The 
BBC, SKY and other national media completely ignore the day. Times are slowly 
changing and there are areas in England where the English are beginning to stand up and 
make more of their heritage and culture, refusing to be cowed by the politically correct 
fascists that still seem to have so much power and influence in our country. More 
celebrations do take place for and on St. George’s Day year on year and most card shops 
now have a wide selection of celebratory cards. 

It was therefore a pleasant surprise to see that in Caine in Wiltshire (the home town of the 
editor), a St George’s Day Medieval Fayre had been organised. Almost 1,000 people 
attended the six-hour event which took place on the town’s Green, neighbouring the 
White Hart Hotel, and included battles between knights of the realm, to ferret 
racing displays and a jester school for children.

Mr and Mrs Leaning, landlords of this very popular Caine pub, organised the day and 
hope this becomes an annual event in the town’s calendar. Mrs Leaning was reported as 
saying “I bet nowhere in Wiltshire has done anything similar for St George's Day. It was 
great" and had been approached by "... three different councillors ask(ing) me if we were 
going to do it again next year, which is always a good sign". 

So from a truly patriotic English experience to a disgraceful display of betrayal of its 
people, by the West Country English city of Bristol where the City Council allowed the 
national day to pass without a single event for the English patron saint, despite the city 
having a history dating back to 1222. 

Council chiefs are reported as saying that, as 91 different languages are spoken in the city 
it would be "... very difficult to commemorate them all". Apparently some in the area feel 
as though the English symbol has been hijacked by far-right groups and are concerned 
about being branded "racist". MxKalphna Woolf is founder of 91 Ways To Build A 
Global City, an organisation aiming to unite Bristol's "multi-cultural" communities, but 
obviously seeks to alienate and disenfranchise the English. She said people can be 
frightened of the white and red St George's flag and "There was a point in the past when 
I'd see the St George's Day flag flying and it would frighten me, as it had been taken over 
by 'we are England' type groups". I'm not sure how Mx Woolf manages to live in Bristol 
as presumably she never has to travel through the Bristol district of St George! 

This politically-correct, left-wing madness has to stop and the English need to stop being 
afraid and stand up to fly their flag and celebrate their day. It is hoped that many more 
true English patriots will join the Editor to attend the 2017 event to celebrate Englishness 
and St. George! 
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BREXIT - To Be Or Not To Be? 


The 23 rd of June sees the most important decision for the electorate in many years. On 
that date voters will decide whether to vote to leave, or remain, in the European Union. 
From an English Nationalist perspective the outcome must be to leave. 

The debate leading to this momentous decision will become very intense with claims and 
counter-claims by both sides on the advantages and disadvantages of both points of view. 

There are numerous reasons to vote leave but it is believed that three main reasons are 
enough to explain why English Nationalists want this. The 1 st reason is the impact of 
devolution within the UK, the 2 nd reason is the impact of immigration and the 3 rd reason 
is the impact of the cost of the EU. 

Devolution - The UK has two Assemblies, one for Northern Ireland and one for Wales, 
and an extra Parliament, that for Scotland. England was not given a Parliament under 
Devolution and remains under the control of the British government. The EU-leaning 
British government has attempted on numerous occasions to break England up into 
“Regions” to fit into the EU Regionalist model. Both Wales and Scotland are recognised 
as EU “Regions” so have been allowed to keep their Nation’s natural borders with their 
national identities remaining intact within the EU. England on the other hand has had a 
completely different experience and finds that if she remains within the EU she will be 
divided into 9 EU Regions instead of remaining as one nation 

Immigration - EU immigrants do settle across the UK but it is England that they mainly 
settle. Immigration reports show especially high levels of EU settlement in the South East 
and East of England. When the now yearly intake of over 300,000 migrants is discussed it 
is fair to say that England’s view will be very different than say Scotland as the Scots are 
not experiencing the same EU migrant intake and therefore much less impact! 

Payment to the EU - Payment to the EU is very different across the EU nations which 
explains why England feels so aggrieved. The average cost per head of population across 
the UK is £48.00 but when that figure is broken down to the individual nations of the UK 
it gives a very different picture. The cost of EU membership for England is £140 per head 
of population whereas Scotland’s membership costs them £64.00 per head of population. 
For Wales the story is again very different because they have subsidies of £164.00 for 
every man, woman and child in Wales. In Northern Ireland they pay a net £31 per person. 
Those figures explain why England is more EU sceptic than the other 3 nations. It’s 
because the English pay the most! 

It is therefore hoped that those who care for England will vote to Leave the EU on the 
23 rd June - our once in a lifetime chance to help save England!

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Islam - The Biggest Threat To England 


Growing up in the sixties Islam and Muslims were only seen as subjects in documentaries 
shown at school.

6 th 1685 - The Battle of Sedgemoor, the last formal battle to be fought on English soil 
and Monmouth’s Protestant rebellion is crushed. 

12 th 1910 - Charles Rolls, aviator and co-founder of Rolls-Royce dies in an air crash at 
Bournemouth. 

25 th 1603 - Coronation of James I, Sir Walter Raleigh is suspected of leading the main 
plot to dethrone him and is tried for treason and imprisoned in the Tower. 

August 

2 nd 1784 - The first specially constructed Royal Mail coach runs from Bristol to London. 
23 rd 1305 - William Wallace executed in London by hanging, drawing and quartering. 
23 rd 1750 - Earth tremor at Spalding. 

31 st 1958 - There is fighting in Notting Hill between white and black youths. 
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This year can be a major turning point for the English whether we achieve 
Brexit or not. If we do, then we can be sure that the world will not fall 
apart and all the doom and gloom forecast by the remainers will not 
actually come to pass.
